at New-York on Tuesday from Liver- 
pool, whence she sailed on the I G t h 
June, and brought papers from London 
to the 1.5th and Liverpool lo the 16th. 
From ihe New-York Evening papers 
atjr! the second edition of the Journal 
of Commerce, we select the following: 


His Majesty was still living, and 


while it was daily expected that his 
dissolution would be announced, it was 
thought very possible thai by the un- 
remitting care taken of him. his life 
might be prolonged many weeks. 


A letter in the Court Circular, from 


Windsor, dated on the evening of the 
12th June, snys: 


It is but too true, that this amend- 


ment in his Majesty's health has been 
brought about by an operation of no or- 
dinary kind—an incision in the side 
near the region of the heart. This 
some of the Journals inflicted upon 
the Royal Sufferer more than five weeks 
ago ; bill the t r u t h is, it never was per- 
formed u n t i l last Wednesday, when it 
was performed by Mr. Broclie, with 
great skill,in the presence of SirHenry 
HaH'ord and Sir Matthew Tierncy ; 


" and, as it appears at present, with un- 


expectedly beneficial effects. 


The recent improvement in his Ma- 


jesty's symptoms is-said to have been 
occasioned by the rupture of an inter- 
nal abscess, which took place during 
one of the violent paroxysms to which 
the royal sufferer has been subject. 


The forgery bill was rend a third 


time in the House of Commons on the 
7th, and Sir James Mackintosh's mo- 
tion to abolish capital punishment ex- 
cept for the forgery of wills, was carri- 
ed by a majority of thirteen. 


In the House of Commons on the 


10th June,in answer to a question from 
Mr. O'Conneil. Mr. P<*el replied— 


That the restrictions laid by the 


State of Georgia on vessels having on 
board free persons of color, and the. re- 
quisition that such vessels should per- 
form a stipulated quarantine, was part 
of one of the most extraordinary enact- 
ment^ by any legislature he had ever 
seen or heard of. It appeared to him an 
enactment merely ofinlernal regulation 
passed by that State, and that we had 
no right, as a friendly Power, to inter- 
fere in the regulation: however, we 
might be led to hope that it would not 
be long ere that State would consent to 
revise this amongst other late regula- 
tions. 


On the 15th, in the House of Com- 


mons, Mr. Hume brought forward his 
motion to adopt measures for with- 
drawing the settlement at Sierra Leone, 
which be urged had been a total fail- 
ure. 
He made a statement of the 


frightful mortality which had carried 
off the population there in different 
years. After a debate, in which Gen. 
Gascoyne made a worthless attack on 
the friends of negro emancipation, ?>'lr. 
Hume withdrew his resolution, and 
moved for the appointment of a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, which was agreed to, 


STILL LATER. 


The packet ship Dover, Capt. Burs- 


ley, from Liverpool, arrived at Boston 
late in the evening of Tuesday last. 


The king was still living—but it was 


out of the compass of probability that 
his suffering could be protracted many 
days. 


LIVERPOOL, June 22d, 12, A. M.

FRENCH ARMY LANDED.' 


An extraordinary express from Par- 


is, which reached London on Monday 
morning, announces the news of the 
landing of the French expedition a- 
gainsl Algiers. The debarkation com- 
menced on the morning of the 1-Sth 
June, at 4 o'clock. The enemy were 
driven from ihe position which they 
had taken up in the rear, and the divi- 
sion of Bethernrze has captured nine 
guns and two mortars. The French ar- 
my now occupy the heights in front of 
Ihe peninsula.

Ocean at New-York, Gibraltar papers 
Jo ihe 10th Junc.have been receivcd,con- 
firming the statement vnatlr in sever d 
letters from Mahon of the horrible 
murder of the crews of two French 
vessels by the Algerincs—the following 
arc extracts. 


M*LTA. June 2. 


The following instance of a most 


barbarous outrage committed hy the 
people of the territories of the Dcy of 
Al'-krs on the crews of two uiiforu<- 
Tiuie ships of the French Navy, has 
been communicated to us through 
Capiain Hastings, of! I. M. brig Fcrrei, 
vho arrived here from thence on the 
29ih ultimo. 


On the 29th, Captain Hastings arri- 


ved off Algiers with letters from Vice 
Admiral Sir Ptilmey Malcolm to the 
French 
commander blockading the 


port. 
It seems that a French brig, 


with despatches from Toulon, had fal- 
len in w i t h another brig of the blocka- 
ding squadron, which offered to con- 
duct her lo the Commodore, but in 
consequence of ihe thick arid foggy 
weather, they both ran on shore on the 
17th, and the French commander knew 
not what was the fate of their crews, 
when Captain Hastings arrived. 
Per- 


mission was. therefore, granted to the 
Ferret to enter the port, and Captain 


\ Hastings had the horror of learning, on 


his arrival at the residence of the Bri- 
tish Consul, that 110 heads of His Most 
Christian Majesty's sailors had been 
brought to the Dey's palace, and that 
the Senior Captain and eight men were 
all that had been brought into the town 
alive. 
Notwithstanding the dreadful 


slaughter, no less than 70 men were 
missing, who.it is supposed, are mas- 
sacred, as a reward of 200 dollars is of- 
fered for every head of a Frenchman. 
This information was obtained on 'he 
spot, from the Foreign Consuls resi- 
dent in Algiers; some of whom had 
seen the Frenchmen's heads piled up 
t h u s barbarously, and others had spo- 
ken with the Senior French Captain; 
whose recital and miraculous escape 
were enough to make the blood thrill 
while telling it. 


A paper of the 31st May says :—"It 


appears by an official c o m m u n i c a t i o n 
from the Spanish consul at Algiers,that 
on the 8lh, eight or ten Xeberks were 
fitted out to harass the French com- 
merce." 
Another paper says, "Ac- 


counts from Algiers to the 26th May, 
state that the Foreign consuls had re- 
solved not to leave the place during the 
expected attack from the French."

Unemployed Money.—It has been sta-

surplus beyond \\hal they require for 
daily purposes, and for which they are 
unable to find employment. It is a sub- 
ject of great interest to determine in 
what mode this surplus of capital will 
be brought into employment. If chan- 
nels cannot be found at home, it will 
seek employment in foreign countries. 
The great money transactions, there- 
fore, of the next twelve months, ran 
hardly fail to present some remarkable 
peculiarities.

I ex- 
pected no interruption !rom any source 
whatever, but I have beer, painfully dis- 
appointed, as well as the Cherokees at 
this place, in search for gold. 


A detachment of the United States' 


troops have been stationed at this place. 
They a few days ago arrested nine 
gold diggers, citizens of Georgia, and 
delivered them over to the civil au- 
thority, charged with the violation oi 
the laws of the United States, prohibi- 
ting intrusions on Indian lands 
Btat 


as the claims of abstract justice have 
been superseded by politral expediency, 
these men have been discharged with- 
out any punishment. 


On the 2"2d, the authorities of Geor- 


gia, consisting of a Colonel, a Captain, 
ami a Sheriff, and about 30 or 4O men, 
made a charge on us, and made us near- 
ly ail prisoners under the law* of the 
Stale, for taking the gold of Georgia, 
and marched us over gold pits. logs, 
and brushes, in a style called Indian

On the 24th inst. another military 


force of about one h u n d r e d Georgians 
made its appearance. 
They marched 


upon us when digging for gold, and

lection of clelenceiess Cherokees. ef 
feclecl a shock that has completely par- 
alysed our operations. 
They commit- 


ted some depredations that are com 
mon with lawless and

After parading their troops a 


mong the n u m e r o u s pits dug up for 
gold, they commenced destroying ma- 
chines. 
During the exposition of their 


hostile disposition, they fired a platoon 
at a milk strainer of tin, on a spring 
house, belonging to a poor Cherokee 
woman.

ner. commanding the U. States3 troops,
